It bears a 1909 copyright and 
the card’s age is validated by the July 2, 1909 
machine cancel from the Chicago, IL "Stock Yard 
Station" that is faintly seen on the address and 
message side, shown below. 
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I told Bulletin editor, John I gence t Meeri 
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in St. Louis in August 1992. 
He let me know that this form 
of advertising was not uncom- 
mon in the early 1900’s and 
suggested that I share my find 
with the members.
